HISTORY  OF  SEASON 

This  year  a  new  man  appeared  in  Tazewell.  He  was  about  5'  7"  tall  and  had  brown  hair.  His  name 
was  Ramsey— Casto  Ramsey.  He  brought  with  him  a  wife  and  baby,  and  another  man,  who  had  black 
hair  and  was  6'  1"— by  name,  Loran  Ward.  These  two  men  were  the  new  coaches  at  Tazewell  High 
School.  They  introduced  an  entirely  new  system  on  the  gridiron,  and  turned  in  a  fine  season's  record 
of  six  wins  and  four  losses.  On  August  20,  1948,  ninety-four  boys  reported  to  the  athletic  field  for  an¬ 
other  year  of  football.  These  practice  sessions  consumed  the  long,  hot  afternoons  until  September  10. 

On  that  date,  the  Bulldogs  traveled  to  Bristol  to  take  on  the  powerful  Virginia  High  Bearcats.  This 
was  the  initial  game  for  many  of  our  players  and  although  they  put  up  a  tough  battle,  the  Bulldogs 
took  a  33-0  shellacking  from  the  Bristol  boys. 

A  week  later,  in  their  first  home  game,  Tazewell  played  William  King  of  Abingdon.  Tazewell  scored 
a  12-6  victory.  The  game  was  highlighted  by  a  40-yard  touchdown  run  by  Scott. 

On  September  24,  the  Bulldogs  beat  an  underdog,  but  game,  Pocahontas  eleven  to  the  tune  of  19-6 
on  the  Pocahontas  field.
